The Lisbon quake of 1755 was one 
‘of the worst, with 50,000 persons killed 
within a few minutes. Fifty years later, 
in Messina, 100,000 died, and in 1920 a 
Chinese quake killed 180,000. 


In earlier times the casualties were - 


worse, even allowing for exaggerated 
figures. An earthquake in Japan. in 
1703 brought death to 200,000 persons, 
and an Indian earthquake in 1737 is said 
to have killed 300,000. 


Fire Follows 


More closely verified are the figures 
for Japan in 1923, in which 99,331 were 
killed, 103,733 injured and 43,476 listed 
as missing. In cities, of course, many 
of the casualties are due to resulting 
fires, which also cause heavy property 


| damage. 


This was_the.case-in-San--Franciseo - 
which in 1906 suffered a severe shaking 
that caused a conflagration. Hundreds 
of lives were lost and damage amounted 
to half a billion dollars.

The quake itself is caused 
by a shifting of the earth’s crust. along 


a usually well defined line called a fault. | 


The San Andreas rift runs along the 


California coast. and accounts for San | 


Francisco's frequent tremors. Our own 
eecasional rumblings, although light, 
may. be associated with this. 


“It has been found that before a | 


major quake there are a number of 
preliminary shiftings. along a fault, ex- 
tending over a period of-years. It is as 
though a lot of minor, obstacles had to 
be overcome before the big shift could 
take place. Afterwards there may for 
a time be minor. adjustments, followed 
by a period of quiet. 


Edge of Disaster 


Sometimes a “cliff” of land may be 
thrust up along the fault, varying in 
height from inches to feet, or there may 
be a similar drop. Off Japan the quake 
of 1923 thrust the sea floor up 250 
fathoms in some areas; and dropped it 
400 fathoms in others. 

Scientists have devised ways of meas- 
uring the successive waves that are sent 
out from the focus of an earthquake, 
like ripples on ‘a pool, and can pinpoint 
the source with considerable accuracy. 

Buildings -can be constructed with 
heavy foundations and light superstruc- 
tures to resist the effects of éarth- 
quakes, but the best, protection would 
be to build away -from quake zones. This 
man refuses to do, just as he refuses 
to keep away from country threatened 
by repeated floods or off the slopes of 
active volcanoes. 


No Welcome 


Perhaps it is the globe's complete 
contempt for man’s presence that makes 
him dig in regardless of the continuing 
danger. Certainly the earth gives no 
indication that man’s affairs have any 
priority. 

We are allowed to run around on the 
surface, sail across the water areas, and 
even take off iftto’the air and beyond it. 
We can scratch the surface’ to make 
seeds grow, and send down infinitesimal 
holes into the crust: to dig out some of 
its riches. 


We enjoy light and warmth and mois- 
ture on the surface—and that's about 
thé extent of earth’s bounty.
